Another 
complaint was that the format of 
thedaily caucus meetings precluded 
members from' meeting and discuss- 
Sies of common COncern. 


“ACJ had court watchers every 
day jlistening to the testimony,”said 
Shimoura.“'I personally saw two- 
thirds of the trial. I am surprised 
how they (the journalists) can draw

“The ACJs contention with 
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The carefully but strongly 
worded challenges from over half a 
dozen delegates prompted the 
calucus to continue the meeting in 
Closed sessions So _ that members 
could try to _ resolve their dif- 
ferences. The participants did not 
emerge for over an hour and a half， 
but when they did,，most of them 
agreed :that the session had been 
constructive and that tension had 
been'eased. 

Uneasiness about the format of 
the cauctus meetings was first 
exXpressed by _ California delegate 
Ying Lee Kelley, who raised a point 
of personal information by asking 
the chair for an opportunity to meet 
with other caucus members.

managing editor of Cjz7zese 777112ey. 


The civic leader also spoke 
before Congressional hearings and 
immigration committees,， as part of 
the efforts to_ overturn the 1924 
JImmigration Act in 1936, and in the 
Tepeal of the Chinese Exclusion Act 
in 1943. 

Many-Chinese Americans in the 


city are not familiar with Lum2?s 
history or his name， however.

Historic Convention Moments 


Now that the hectic Democratic Convention has ended ， 
and the city's pace has returned to normal, we have time to 
reflect on Some of the historic highlights of the four-day 
event.

the national party. With its abijlity to orginize 20 chapters in 
just a few imonths, and to raise funds, the caucus attracted 
the attention and visits of Several convention dignitarlies, in- 
cluding vice presidential nominee Geraldine Farraro，PrIesi- 
dential candidate .Jesse Jackson and party chaif Manatt. 

Despite the _ communication problems that finally sur- 
faced on the last day between the caucus and the delegates， 
the work and presence of the caucus should not be slighted. 

e。 Though there have been a few Asian Pacific delegates in- 
volved in prior conventions, this 1984 event witnessed the 
largest number, about 103. While these delegates, like their 
non-Asian counterparts, ranged the full spectrum from Hart 
to Mondale to Jackson Supporters,， one message Was clear: 
AsSian Pacific Americanswereactively involved in who is go- 
ing to fight to defeat Reagan. 

。 Mabel Teng，a Jackson Supporter was the first Asian 
Pacific American to introduce a presidential candidate, Rev. 
Jesse Jackson. She spent a few moments talking, along with 
several other Rainbow Coalition members，about his 
concern for the communhity. 

The convention not only was historic for Our Own com- 
munity. It also marked the beginning of a new era_ for 
Wormien and for minorities in general. With Ferraro s noimi- 
nation as vice-preSidential candidate，she showed that 
women have finally reached their Tightful place in American 
politics. 

Jackson，the first presidential candidate of color，not 
only served as a catalyst to attract many previously disen- 
franchised persons into electoral poljlitics，he also stunned 
the nation when, in his keynote Speech，he Sought forgive-

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For Simpson/Mazzoli Protestors the 
Choice Was Abstention or Jackson

SAN FRANCISCO Of 
California's 34$ delegates at the 
Democratic National Convention， 
27 abstained from the first ballot on 
Wednesday night in Protest of the 
Simpson/Mazzoli immigration bill. 
The abstainers, mainly Hispanic 
delegates, but including some Asian 


Pacific delegates.withheldtheir votes - 


to express their dissatisfaction with 
what they perceived 3aS Walter 
Mondale's halfthearted Support of 
the Simpson/Mazzoli bill and to 
lodge a symbolic protest against the 
bill now pending before a conference 
committee in CongresS. 

MOTION 

At its meeting on the morning of 
the presidential nomination， the 
Hispanic Caucus by voice vote 
rejected a motion to abstain on the 
firstballot The motion was defeated 
mainly because 191，or 73.296，of 
the 201 delegates in the Hispanic 
Caucus are committed to Mondale. 
However，during the roll call vote 
that evening，it was clear many 
individual delegates _ abstained 
anyway. 

Although several Asian Pacific 
delegates accounted for some of the 
27 abstehtions, their numbers would 
have been more had the Hispanic 
Caucus as a whole not backed out 
Say Some delegates， Many who 
would have joined forces with the 
Hispanic Caucus by abstaining 
rather _ than  voting for their 
candidate decided not to do so when 
过 _ became apparent that only a 
handful of minority delegates Were 
willing to _ abstain. 

“IT was one of the_ Californians 
that planned to abstain [from voting 
on the first ballot for president] to 
protest my opposition to the 
Simpson/Mazzoli bil. 工 was only 
able to gather three other Asians in 
the delegation [to agree to abstain],” 
said Debbie Shon, an attorney and a 
Hart delegate from the Los Angeles 
area. 


As the roll call vote progressed， 
however,， Shon Saw that the 
Hispanics“had succumbed to party 
pressure”and many did not abstain. 
With the Mondale nomination 
imminent， Shon ， Switched her 
abstention vote to avote for Jackson. 
“It was amatter of conscience,”she 
explained. 

DISAPPOINTED 
Shon _ continued，“ 工 was Very 


disappointed on Wednesday with the ， 


Way the delegates voted.，. . 工 was 
disappointed ， with ， the ， Asian 
delegates on the floor but also with 
the Hispanics.”: 

Explaining why she decided not 
to abstain，Paula Higashl，a_ Hart 
delegate from Sacramento, asSerted， 
“Ido notbelieve in disenfranchising 
myself.”Although Higashi said that， 
had the supportbeenthere, shemilght 
have .abstained, in the end she felt 
that there were not enough 
abstention votes to _ justify not 
honoring her obligation to vote for 
Hart. 

Higashi insisted that there Was 
neVver any pressure from the Hart 
delegation _ leaders to Prevent any 


delegates from abstaining.， She 
observed，“There was no arm 
twisting， no effort to keep the 


delegates _ Under control.” Higashi 
asserted that the case was different 
with Mondale delegates. 

However，a congresslonal aide 
connected “with the Mondale 
campaign discounted any claim that 
Mondale organizers Pressured the 
delegates to _ preveit them from 
abstaining. He pointed to Mondale's 
Past statement that “the Democratic 
umbrella is big enough for 
everybody.” 

ALL ITHE WAY 

BertNakano,aJackson delegate， 
Said that Jackson delegates were 
with thelir candidate all the way. 
“The Hart and Mondale camps 
WwWere Jittery when the Hispanic 
Caucus talked of a boycott, but the 
Jackson candidates never 
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considered abstaining,，” he 
Temarked. 

In fact，Jackson gained many 
Hartand Mondale delegatesbecause 
of the Simpson-Mazzoli issue， 
according to Nakano. He estimated 
that at least ten Hart or Mondale 
delegates Switched to Jackson on the 
first ballot posSibly as a result of the 
Simpson-Mazzoli issue. 

Mike Murase, director of field 
Operations in Califomia for Jackson's 
campaign,， placed the estimate 
higher, atbetween 60 and 70 Switch- 
OVveTS.， Murase recounted how he 
personally lobbied .one Asian 
American Hart delegate to cast her 
vote for Jackson rather than to 
,abstain. 

Murase told her that a vote for 
Jackson would also be a statement 
protesting the Simpson/Mazzoli bill， 
because out of the three presidential 
candidates，Jackson most closely 
identified with the Asian Pacific 
community's “ position on .the 
immigration 1$SSue. 

Itwas Jesse Jackson himself who 
finally won over the vacillating Hart 
delegate， When the delegate 
remained undecided，Murase told 
her,“You can ask Jesse yoUrself.” 

He took her to Jackson's trailer 
headquarters at the ”convention 
center where Jackson made 3 
personal plea for her vote，Eive 
minutes later, the Hart delegate, who 
never once Saw Hart face-to-face 
during her nine months of 
campaigning for him, told Jackson， 
“Youve got my vote.”

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Important 
convention-related issues，topped 
off with an important guest 
Speaker，Rep，Geraldine Ferraro， 
kept the members of the Asian 
Pacific .Caucts (APC) on the alert 

at the meeting last Wednesday. 
Introduced as “'the next vice- 
President of the United States of 
America,” Ferraro made a brief 
appearance :at the meeting，giving 


the Asian Pacific members a chance 
to meet the first female major party 
Vice-presidential nominee. 
WONDERFUL 
Making a note of the large dif- 
tference in the nurmber of Asian 
Pacific delegates at this years coOn- 
vention (103) to that of 1980 
(three)， the nominee enthusias- 
tically remarked,“Isn't it wonder- 
ful that xl of us are participating in 
this convention2?”

Zia also noted ,that Ball was 
either a lawyer nor a member of 
the :jury. “The verdict was the 
Unanimous vote of twelve _ in- 
dividuals who obviously disagreed 
With him,”she remarked . 

To -charges that the civil rights 
trial amounted to no more than 
double jeopardy，Shimoura called 
the argument ridiculous and 
ietorted, “Dual prosecution Under 
state criminal ljaws and federal civil 
Tights ljaws has been upheld by the 
United States Supreme Court.?” 

Zia added,“We believe there js 
acomplete distinction between a 
civil rights trial and a state criminal 
frial.”The critics inability to make 
that distinction Underscores the 
basic difficulty in _ communicating 
With them，she lamented . 

Although both ACJ representa- 
fives Viewed the Vincent Chin case 
as having had a positive effect on 
the Asian American community 
because it united Asian Americans 
and made them more aware of the 
importance of political involve- 
Inent，the two also agreed that 
Imuch remains to be done. For ex- 
ample reform of the legal process in 
Wayne County，where the state 
criminal trial was held, is necessary 
in order to protect the rights of all 
crime victims， according to 
Shimoura， 

PERJURY 


Commenting on the state trial， 
Shimoura Temarked,“The issue js 
above and beyond the sentencing， 
but goes to perjury and the conduct 
of the Wayne County Presecutors， 


Office. Currently，in over 9000 of 
cases in Wayne County，the Pros- 
ecutor Still fails to appear for 
Sentencing，All other counties in 
Michigan require the district attor- 
Dey to Show up for sentencing.?” 

Shimoura，however did recog- 
nize the progress made. He believed 
that the Chin case sent an“impor- 
tant message to potential killers that 
Asian Americans will not stand for 
racially discriminatory conduct.?” 
He also saw the tragic affair as 3a 
lesson to all Asian Americans that 
they have an “obligation in thjvy 
SOciety to maintain vigilance as 
these problems arise.?” 

Zia also perceived Some 
advances for the Asian American 
community. She pointed to a recent 
meeting between the .ACJ and 
Michigan governor James Blan- 


chard as an encouraging sign of 


improved communications between 
Michigan and 'its approximately 
35,000 Asian Americans in the 
future. As a result of that meeting， 
there is a high probability that an 
Asiar American Advisory Council 
will be set .Up to provide direct 
access to the governor's office, she 
noted . 

Although Ronald Eben's attor- 
neys have moved for a directed ver- 
dict of aquittal，Zia and Shimoura 
do not believe that the guilty verdict 
will be overturned. A reversal will 
havc to be-based on technical or 
procedural errors， but Federal 
Judge Anna Diggs _ Taylor had 
“bent over backwards to give the 
defendants every Dossible oppor- 
tunity to_ present their case,”Ssaid 
Zia. Shimoura added that based on 
talks with the United States attor- 
ney，he feels confident that the ver- 
dict will withstand all usuatmotions 
by the defense attorneys. 


In her pleasant， yet forceful 
Voice，Ferraro continued by assert- 
ing that although many barriers had 


been broken by her being the first 


femrale nominee， the_ ultimate 
American dream was far from being 
achieved . 

“That dream will only be 
achieved,”she said,“when there js 
Do barrier at all to the highest posi- 
tions for all minority members.?” 

Before Ferraro's arrival，how- 
ever, lt was business as usual, In an- 
ticipation of the presidential 
nomination scheduled for that 
evening,，the caucus fully discussed 
what further actions should be 
taken on two convention-related 
isSues of primary concern ， 

MESSAGE SENT 

Regarding the voicing of the 
group's Opposition to the Simp- 
Son/Mazzoli immigration _ bill， 
caucus chair Tom Hsieh confirmed 
that a message had been sent to 
Lane Kirkland，the president of 
AFL-CIO，urging him to reaffirm 
the union?s position against the bil 
at the convention. The message was 
a result of a caucus resolution 
passed at the luncheon on the 
previous day. (上 E/W 7/11/84) 

Despite this - action,， however， 
Hispanic leaders in attendance， 
with the support of some caucus 
members，called for a more harsh 
action. They urged the delegates to 
“wage their last effort” against the 


bill by abstaining from the first 


ballot for the presidential nomina- 


tion . 

That evening，27 delegates from 
California and. a _ select few from 
other states did abstain， Specifically 
citing the immigration bill as the 
inhibiting factor. 

Also before the members of the 
caucus Was Secretary of State 
March Fong Eu， who spoke on her 
Own -behalf，regarding the con- 
troversy Over the ommission of her 
name from the list of scheduled 
Speakers at the convention . 

RECTIFY 

According to caucus, every other 
State constitutional officer was 
given an opportunity to speak 
except for Eu,，and they had sent a 
cable to party chair Charles Manatt 
and the candidates to _ rectify the 
Situation. 

The SP CHnronicle (7/18/84) 
Teported，however, that Lieutenant 
Governor Leo McCarthy had also 
not been originally scheduled to 
Speak. 

At the meeting，Eu alleged that 
She, as an Asian American had been 
“taken for granted.”`She viewed 
efforts made by the caucus as a vic- 
tory ， though and :stated confi- 
dently,“I think they got the point 
that Asian Pacific Americans are 
not going to be taken for granted 
any longer.2” 

Positive signal came later in the 
day、when it .was officially con- 
firmed that Eu's name was added to 
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Sec if State March Fong Eu

the Schedule of opening Speakers 
for Thursday，the last day of the 
convention . 

Also at the meeting, a new resolu- 
tion demanding greater recognition 
of Asian American Democrats to 
higher ranking positions was pro- 
posed by Barbara Lee，president of 
Chinese American Democratic 
Club. 

Charging that Asian Americans 
have often been “Systematically 
excluded” from higher ranking 
positions，Lee generally concluded 
that “Asian Americans have not 
been counted as part of America.?” 

Request made in _ the resolution 
Was {wor-fold:first was a call for the 
Democratic party's _ firm commit 
ment to bring Asian Americans to 
national light; and Second，was the 
future，appointment of Asian 
Americans to federal agencies of a 
higher order. 

Although the members in the 
audience expressed strong SupDPport 
for the resolution，an official vote 
could not be taken because the

SAN FRANCISCO 一 One of the 
major differences between this 
Democratic conyention and those 
that have taken place before was the 
larger presence of Asian American 
delegates and alternates. 

Cormpared to the handful from 
other party convyentions，the 1984 
event had over 100 Asian Pacific 
American delegates on the floor， 
actively participating in the final 


highlight of the race for the 
presidential nomination. 
ATFIRST 


For most of them，the four-day 
gathering was a first. Ya-Yue Van 
from Washington thought it was 
“fantastic.” Letty Woo-Ming，a 
Filipina ，from Sacramento 
exclaimed,“Oh my God, this is 3 
great experiencet ”when asked how 
She felt abonut the convention. 

A Hart delegate who eventually 
abstained fror voting on the first 
ballot to show her opposition to the 
Simpson/Mazzoli immigration bill， 
Woo-Ming noted that while she is 
SEEVverys loyalstoSHar 人 2 She 
knows that she must work in a 
united way to Support Walter Mon- 
dale and Geraldine Ferraro for the 
preslidency and vice-presljdency. 


“和 “Tm just jubilant about Gerry!7” 
she added，waving her American 
flag. 

Chicago_ attorney and delegate 
Marian S.K， Ming also expressed 
excitement about the party'”s 
nomination of Rep. Ferraro for the 
vice-president slot on the ticket.“I 
think it"Ss great that the Democrats 
are brave and not afraid to take a 
Tisk .7” 

Ming added thatbein&atthecon- 
vention not only Provided an 
opportunity for giving input and 
for self-education， but also a 
chance to educate other Democrats 
about Asian Pacific Americans that 
“we're here and we'Te here to 
stay,”declared Ming. 

DRAGGED ON 

At age 23，one of the younger 
delegates, Arthur Wang, a graduate 
sttident from the 31st district in Los 
Angeles，noted that while some 
parts of the convention dragged on， 
it was exciting overall and he“loved

For him the highlights of the con- 
vention,， his first，were the Speeches 


by New York Governor Mario | 


Cuomo, Sen. Gary Hart (for whom 
he was a _delegate) and Rev. Jesse 
Jackson. 
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Like Woo-Ming，Wang was per- 
sonally disappointed over the 1oss 
by Hart in his first bid for the party 
nomination，but，similarly，he too 
will work for the Mondale/Ferraro 
campaign. 

John Ishimaru，a civil engineeT- 
ing graduate student from the 
University of Washington，and a 
self-admitted “young Urban profes- 
sional” for Hart，told East/ 环 est 
that his decision to get involved in 
the electoral process came as a coOm- 
plete Surprise to him . 

“和 T was caught up in the excite- 
ment，sucked in at the spur of the 
moment.,” Ishimaru， who still 
spoke strongly of Hart even after 
the senator's defeat in the nomina- 
tion race, .observed, “TI felt there 
was a _ certain emotional and 
philosophical commitment that is 
different than what is expected 
from a convention where the can- 
didates are more traditional.” 

MIXED FEELINGS 

First-time “conventioneer Gary 
Locke of Washington :state had 
mixed _ feelings _ about the whole 
experience.“Strange”was his first 
adjective for the convention. 
“Expensive” was his second，in 


reference to the cost of travel and 
lodging for delegates. 

“There was a lot of dead Nme,，a 
lot of waiting，All the speeches 
given by politicians were designed

The young 1lawmaker :also 
recejved the blessing of the other 
Hart delegates from Washington to 
go for the Black minister because 
they，too，wanted to defeat_ Mon- 
dale in the first ballot. 

Vote Switching also played a 
major part in LA attorney/delegate 
Debbie Shon's actions at the con- 
vention. To protest her opposition 
to_ the _ proposed immigration law 
now before Congress, She abstained 
from voting for her first choice can- 
didate，Hart， (See accompanying 
story on Simpson/Mazzoll.) 

When asked what she thought of 
her _ first convention _ experience， 
Shon hesitated and then- carefully 
answered，“It was business as 
Usual...To be honest，I was bored . 
Everything occurred as Scheduled 
With no SUTPrises.2”

Should Mondale reprimand his 
opponent，thus winning over the 
angry Jewish  _ population， bnut 
alienating，Jackson's Black sup- 
porters?

Either way，it would be a no-win 
Situation for the former vice presi- 
dent. 


The problem，of course，was not 
created by Mondale himself， He 
Simply fell into it because Jackson 
made a controversial remark during 
his campaign, and the Jewish voters 
reacted strongly against it. 

Fortunately，Jackson，who was 


human enough to make an error， 


was also human enough to admit 
that he djid so. That was not an easy 
thing to do，especially for politi- 
cians，who usually try to gloss over 
their errors Or push the blame o 
Someone else. 
Jackson did not do that. He did 
not accuse the Jewish community of 
Overreacting to his remarks，Nor 
did he avoid the issue，which he 
could have easily done. Instead he 
apologized for having caused the 
Black and Jewish communities 
“anguish，anger and pain.?” 


As minorities who are constantly 


fighting for our fair share in 
SoOciety， we inevitably hurt one 
another occasionally. Blacks 


sometimes don't get along with 
Koreans，and Vietnamese get into 
fights with Chinese. 

What Jackson has taught us is 
that for the sake of the overall 
good,，we will have to make 
atonements,， concessions and 
perhaps even Sacrifices. Only by 
working together can we reach 
greater heights.

Randall Lindsey，director of

TI_ was able to scrounge Up enough 
funds from my 83-84 grantto qualify 
fora30-day extension, butitmeantI 
had to lay of 从 the entire staff. We're 
basically"in a holding pattern.” 

Though he noted that “the word 
has not made its way down the 
pipeline, hehas heardthatthe judge 
has given the Dept of Education 
“permission” to _ look ,within its 
Programs to secure moneytoloanthe 
Title IV programs.“Justbecausethe 
court gives permission is different 
than saying the administration will 
do it,” he cautioned. 


Wolfe argued that the senators 
Tepresentatives 


and must “take 
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WAateyver actionm 1 mecessary to 
Preserve these two Programs，to 
ensure that Congressional intent is 
carried out”and that funds be used 
for the programs for which Con- 
gress had appropriated them. 

Germaine Wong, President of the 
board of directors for Asian 
Women United has already written 
to some of the key members of the 
House Appropriations Committee， 
with copies of the letter to Califor- 
nia Senators Pete Wilson and Alan 
Cranston. 

“While we applaud whatever 
attempts are made to Support these 
important desegregationefforts, we 
are alarmed to hear that the govern- 
ment is considering _ Using funds 
位 OnisSsexand iTacesseduity 
programs...for these PUrposes,” 
said Wong in her letter. 


IMPORTITANT 

Wong observed that the Pro- 
grams now in jeopardy“have been 
critically important to nationwide 
attempts to increase educational 
equity for women and racial 
minorities . 

To consider cutting back these 
programs for any reason would bea 
serious and tragic mistake. Already， 
too little Support for these Pro- 
grams exists,”continued the board 
president. 

Wong suggested that the commit- 
tee members look at alternative 


Waysto resolve the problem, includ- 
ing_.earrmarking the race and Sex 
equity funds specifically for those 
PuUIposes only，.

and the staff at the center helps 

_students find jobs in local 
import/export businesses. 
VOCATIONAL ESL 

Susan Owyang， Project 
director of the refugee-targeted 
assistance program，outlined 
the course.“Dnuring an eight-Week 
period, the students are introducedto 
the fundamentals of the 
import/export field and are provided 
withvocational English-as-a-Second 
Language classroom training. 

“We also work with students to 
provide abasic course job skills such 
as _ accounting，bookkeeping，word 
Processing，and provide entry level 
training in ten-key application， 
typing and other clerical functions， 
she explained. “The training 
rogram benefits all refugees by 
improving their business English 
language skills-… 

“Once the students” technical 
Skills are job-ready,，” 
Owyang continued， “they are given 
instructions on how to organize and 
present themselves for job 
interviews.” This portion of the 

includes_ filling out job 
applications，Ppreparing resSumes 
and job search counseling. 

Canh Dinh，an employment 
Specialist，also Works within the 


community by finding importexport 
employers ”who ，will provide 
additional on-the-job training.Ihe 
minimum salary for students during 
the training period is $4/hour，and 


-after the training period increases to 


$4.50/hour ， or “more. (Upon 
completion of the training, the young 
adults are hired as permanent 
employees.) 

PERSONAL AITTENTION 

“Welook forsmall compPanies to 
provide，Ppersonal and individual 
attention So that there is a better 
chance ， of ， success”  Owyang 
explained.“There also has to be an 
understanding in the beginning that 
the young adult is learning, and will 
make Some mistakes.” 

But in the substantial majority of 
cases，the “match” between the 
company and the student has been 
quite_ successful， Ihe Placement 
statistics for the program thus far 
exceed 7596; with no _ students in 
jeopardy of losing their jobs. 

Students have been placed into 
three major job categories in the 
import/export ”field: clerical， 
warehouse， and manufacturing. 
“There are Some young people who 
have exceptional talent with their 
hands,”Owyang said，and they are 
given Special training to become 
adept in the electronic manufacturing 
industry。，Their own talents and 
personal skills plus the training 
Program are enough to get them 
started.” 

Also， the _ company which 
provides a job for these _ students 
receives Special targeted job tax 
credits for participating in the 
program，which can amount up to 
$3,000. 

The next aspect ofthe program is 
follow-up with the :new employee 
and employer. Owyang and her sta 任 


contact the employers during the 
weeks following placement of the 
Student to _ ensure that things are 
going Smoothly.
